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This is the most accurate impression ever produced of how medieval Canterbury probably looked. 

The new image turns 30 years of accepted knowledge on its head, with a strikingly different roof line 
running down Mercery Lane. 

The picture was produced after an archaeological survey of the old Boots building revealed a change 
in the accepted view of medieval rooflines in the city. TURN TO PAGE 5 FOR THE FULL STORY

THERE remains a chronic short¬ 
age of allotments in our area with 
a waiting list of 1,000 people, keen 
to grow their own fresh food. 

And that list is set to get longer when a new 
A2 slip road, due to be built early next year, 
wipes out the Thanington Road allotment site. 

Canterbury council has said it will “proba¬ 
bly’ make new land available for allotments - 
it has just finished a public consultation and 
will set out a future strategy later this year. 

Council spokesman Steve James said: “We 
recognises the need for more sites, but these 
are dependent on available land and funding 
becoming available.” 

But according to Angela Furlong, manager of 
Broad Oak Road allotments, it is likely to take 
years for significant improvements to be made. 

She said: “We can’t just put allotments any¬ 
where. It’s not that easy - we have to sort out 
who owns the land and what the land is for. We 
are trying to address the issue, but it is not 
something that is going to happen overnight. 

“It is a process that will last years, not 
months.” 

Wincheap seems to be the most likely place 
for new allotments, partly to replace the lost 
Thanington plots. 

But one man is offering a solution: George 
Skinner, who manages the Pilgrim’s Way allot¬ 
ments, has been petitioning to use derelict 
land near the existing site. 

Mr Skinner said: ‘We’ve been after a large 
piece of overgrown land that’s between the exist¬ 
ing allotments and Pilgrim’s Way School but

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There's a hole 
lot of trouble 
on our roads

LITTLE-used lanes are “as 
smooth as billiard tables” 
while well-used roads in 
the district are full of 
potholes, according to an 
angry motorist. 

Roger Arnold, from Hythe, has 
questioned Kent County Council’s 
priorities when it comes to road 
repairs after noticing that unfre¬ 
quented roads around villages south 
of the city had been refurbished. 

Mr Arnold said: “I was out for a 
Sunday drive around the villages of 
Crundall, Waltham and Petham. The 
roads are only wide enough for one 
car and they are lucky if they see one 
car a week, yet they have all been 
resurfaced. 

“They are smooth as billiard tables. 

‘Why have they done these roads 
out in the middle of nowhere when 
there are main roads all over the dis¬ 
trict that are falling apart? 

“The roundabout at Hersden busi¬ 
ness park, for example, is in a terri¬ 
ble state of repair and is dangerous 
for motorbikes and cyclists, and 
quite bumpy for everybody else.” 

Yet KCC has fought back, claiming 
truly dangerous repairs are dealt 
with speedily, while everything else 
is put on a waiting list to be done in 
the next round of work. 

A spokesman said: “We have a sys¬ 
tem of prioritising repairs by which 
dangerous holes are dealt with 
almost immediately, within hours. 

“And if a hole is considered haz¬ 
ardous then it is repaired within five 
days. But other repairs have to take 
their place in the schedule of work. 

“It may be that some of the loca¬ 
tions are already on the list but sim¬ 
ply have not been done yet.” 

But opposition leader, Alex 
Perkins, argues the priority scheme 
is simply not good enough. 

He said: “The entire ‘priority’ 
scheme is madness. The fact they

even have such a scheme is proof 
that KCC cannot and do not intend 
to fix all of the roads.” 

“The transport infrastructure in 
Kent has been allowed to deteriorate 
to such an extent that now it is no 
longer a matter of ‘when will a road 
be repaired?’ it is now a matter of 
‘will a road or pavement ever be 
repaired at all?” 

KCC says more work teams have 
been employed to deal with repairs. 

A spokesman said: “The council 
has been putting extra teams on 
since February, in particular to deal 
with potholes. If Mr Arnold has any 
concerns about a specific road, then 
the first thing to do is report it to us.”

Why city needs more 
land for allotments

the grass must be nearly four-foot high. 

‘We were asking whether we can 
have that to make more allotments, 
but we can’t get satisfaction from the 
council.” 

A huge increase in the popularity of 
allotments has helped cause the 
shortage according to site managers. 

They say the recession has con¬ 
tributed to the new vegetable vogue, as 
well as television shows and celebrity 
chefs propounding the advantages of 
organics and healthy eating. 

Margaret Hadlow, who manages 
three allotment sites in Canterbury 
with a total of 164 plots, has started to 
split plots to half size in order to keep 
waiting lists down. Other allotment 
sites are also employing this strategy. 

Mrs Hadlow, who is also chairper¬ 
son of St Dunstan’s Horticultural 
Society, said: “This must be the first 
time we’ve ever had a waiting list. It 
is very popular. 

“I suppose because of the economic 
climate everybody’s badgering for 
allotments. People are also getting 
into knowing what they’re eating. 
Fresh food straight off your allotment 
is ten times better than anything you 
can buy in the supermarket. 

“The flavour is much better and you 
know whether you’ve used pesticides 
on the ground and whether any of it is 
going to filter in to you.” 

An average allotment can produce 
£300 worth of fresh produce a year, 
and the council’s rent for the same 
period is £33. 

County council vote:

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Ladies mobilise for 
Hadrian's Wall trek

A TEAM of intrepid ladies have 
trekked the length of Hadrian’s 
Wall on mobility scooters. 

The nine women, all of whom suffer from 
multiple sclerosis, completed their 84-mile 
journey in less than two weeks, the first time 
anyone has travelled the length of Hadrian’s 
Wall on mobility scooters. 

Eight of the ladies are members of Britain’s 
only mobility scooter formation display team 
the ‘Red Wheelies’. Eight are grandmothers, 
three will turn 60 before the end of the year and 
they have a combined age of 542. 

Jackie Weeden, a member of the Red 
Wheelies, said: “You see charity walks adver¬ 
tised but we can’t do charity walks because our 
legs won’t let us, so we thought about doing a 
walk on our scooters. 

‘We all thoroughly enjoyed it - even in the 
rain. It was absolutely brilliant. We loved zoom¬ 
ing over cattle grids, going through mud and 
cow-pats - it was really fun.” 

The women were raising money for the Kent 
Multiple Sclerosis Therapy Centre in Canterbury. 

The expedition has already raised more than 
£7,000 for the centre and money is still coming in. 

Mrs Weeden said: “Our intention is to raise 
awareness of multiple sclerosis and try to show 
that if you are diagnosed with the condition you 
don’t have to stop living. 

“Our philosophy is that we might have to 
accept the odd limitation but we certainly 
aren’t going to give up.” 

They eventually hope to raise enough money

Student hurt in

A TAXI driver took two terrified pas¬ 
sengers along an electrified railway 
line because his sat nav told him to. 

Donald James, 74, of Marlow Road, 
Margate, caused mayhem when he 
turned right at a level crossing near 
Canterbury. 

As a result, commuter trains on 
the busy Thanet to Ashford line were 
held up for 90 minutes while James, 
a 19-year-old girl and her nine-year- 
old charge were extracted from his 
silver Ford Mondeo. 

James pleaded guilty to careless 
driving by letter to Canterbury 
Magistrates Court yesterday, but 
because of the chaos he caused the 
bench want to see him in person. 

Theresa Ruiz, prosecuting, said a 
row of traffic was approaching the 
crossing at Broadoak near the city 
when the Mondeo suddenly turned 
right. 

Drivers watched open mouthed as 
the saloon drove down the electrified 
railway line with a train due any 
minute. 


Mrs Ruiz said:”Mr James momen¬ 
tary loss of concentration could have 
had catastrophic effects. 

“All trains on the line were stopped 
for 90 minutes disrupting the net¬ 
work. Mr James told police his sat 
navigation equipment told him to 
turn right so he turned.” 

Wendy Masters, the driver behind 
James, said visibility was clear on 
December 12. 

She told police: “I was 35 feet 
behind the Mondeo as I approached 
the crossing. I saw it turn right onto 
the railway track and start driving 
along it. I couldn’t believe what I was 
seeing.” 

The driver raced to alert rail staff 
and she saw James realised his mis¬ 
take and tried to reverse back but 
his wheels were stuck in the track. 

Then she saw the petrified passen¬ 
gers emerge and walk gingerly along 
the tracks to safety. 

James will face magistrates on 
Monday, (June 8) when he will be 
sentenced.

A POTENTIALLY fatal blood 
disease which affects fewer than 
one in a million people has been 
beaten by a Whitstable restaurant 
owner, thanks to quick-thinking 
medical staff. 

Salvatore Massaro, owner of Giovanni’s in 
Canterbury Road, Whitstable, thought he had 
flu when he went to his doctor in May. 

However, tests revealed he was seriously 
anaemic and his doctor told him to go to the 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital for more tests. 

It was there that doctors first suspected the 
real cause of Salvatore’s illness - a rare genet¬ 
ic blood disease called thrombotic thrombocy¬ 
topenic purpura, which causes blood to start 
clotting inside the body, leading to fatal block¬ 
ages and organ failure. 

Known as TTP, 15 years ago so little was 
understood about the disease that 80 per cent 
of sufferers died. Through research, the sur¬ 
vival rate has improved to 80 per cent, but the 
condition still kills one in five of those affected. 

Much of what is now known about the dis¬ 
ease was discovered by the consultant who 
treated Salvatore, Dr Marie Scully. As well as 
specialising in tumours, she has devoted much 
of her career to finding out more about the 
killer disease. 

Salvatore, of Gorse Lane, Broomfield, near 
Heme Bay, is full of praise for Dr Scully, and 
the speed and skill displayed by medical staff 
at every stage of his illness. 

With just 25 cases each year, he is thankful 
the disease was spotted so fast by doctors at 
Kent and Canterbury. 

He said: “I went to my doctor thinking I had 
flu, and 17 hours later I was having a life-sav¬ 
ing blood transfusion. It is amazing; I am so 
lucky the doctors at Kent and Canterbury 
Hospital recognised it for what it was and 
referred me to University College Hospital. 

“What they normally do if someone comes in 
with a low platelet count is to give them more 
platelets, but in my case that would have 
made it worse, as that would have speeded up 
the clotting.” 

“People slag off the NHS, but it is the most 
amazing thing we have in this country. When 
it really matters, they are there. Sure, if you 
have bad knees you might have to wait a few 
months, but that’s not going to kill you. 


“From the consultant down to the cleaners 
everyone was kind, courteous, caring... It was 
not just two or three good people. I was looked 
after by about 25 people during my time at 
University College Hospital, and every last 
one was fantastic. In the old days they talked 
about nurses being angels, but they really 
were.” 

The father-of-two underwent more than 20 
blood transfusions during his three-week stay 
in hospital, as doctors replaced his plasma and 
waited for his platelet count to start rising fol¬ 
lowing treatment with the dmg Rituximab. 

Despite his life-threatening condition, 
Salvatore says that aside from several painful 
procedures in which tubes were inserted in his 
neck, he did not actually feel ill. 

Yet his illness has had a profound effect. 


Apart from feeling fortunate to survive, 
Salvatore says the experience has restored his 
faith in human nature. 

Next to his bed he witnessed a constant 
stream of young volunteers donating bone 
marrow for the Anthony Nolan Trust. 

He said: “These kids do it anonymously; they 
are saving people’s lives. It really opened my 
eyes. I felt so guilty - I had so many pints of 
blood in there and I’ve never given a pint. I 
told the nurses I wanted to donate as soon as 
I got out of hospital, but they said my blood 
was no good after TTP.” 

Salvatore is now part of a study which aims 
to find out more about TTP, and what triggers 
the disease, which is caused by a faulty 
enzyme called Adamts 13, and mercifully, 
remains rare.

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UNRAVELLING HISTORY: Rupert Austin of the Archaelogy Trust in the former Boots building in Mercery Lane 

Bidding reveals 
a very different 
picture of city 


THE history books are being re¬ 
written as archaeologists strip 
back the modem veneer of the old 
Boots store. 

The old Boots the Chemist building on the 
comer of Mercery Lane and The Parade is 
revealing its secrets which have been hidden 
for hundreds of years under layers of modem 
plaster and shop fittings. 

The building is being converted into shops 
and apartments by Glengate Developments. 

Tree-ring dating has confirmed the timber 
used in constmction was felled around 1345, 
making the building one of the oldest in the 
city. 

Another surprise was the discovery that 
the roof had looked completely different to 
the accepted image of the medieval city. 

The Archaeology Trust’s senior building 
recording officer Rupert Austin is working 
alongside Canterbury council’s principal con¬ 
servation officer Clive Bowley. 

Mr Austin said: “I previously assumed the 
roof had been hipped meaning it had sloping 
ends rather than gables, but I have now dis¬ 
covered evidence showing there had been a 
series of gables running down Mercery Lane. 
This would have been impressive to look at. 

“More than 20 years ago we drew a recon-

stmction of what we thought the centre of 
medieval Canterbury looked like. We will 
now have to revise this drawing.” 

Mr Bowley said: 'We now have another bit 
of the jigsaw puzzle of how Canterbury was. 
“It is very exciting.” 

Experts are now ensuring the historic 
parts of the building are preserved. 

Mr Bowley said: “Unravelling the history 
is like putting clothes on the body of the 
building. We have worked with the 
Archaeological Trust and the developer’s 
architects to ensure the historic elements of 
this building are repaired authentically. 

“In the oldest part of the building it is very 
frail. Boots had taken the floor out and lifted 
it up by two feet. We have insisted it is put 
back correctly, along with surviving historic 
elements.” 

Where the building has distorted and 
dropped owing to rot over the years, the 
structure has all been painstakingly 
repaired with matching materials. 

Mr Bowley praised the positive attitude 
shown by Glengate Developments in work¬ 
ing hard to protect the history of the build¬ 
ing, despite adding considerably to the final 
costs of the building project.

She missed the British championships due to 
that, which she was very upset about. She’s 
back on form now and she’s looking quite good. 


A Keziah was always prancing around the liv¬ 
ing room, dancing, and I was thinking of put¬ 
ting her into a dance club. But a friend of hers 
wanted to enter the rhythmic section of the 
gymnastics club and wanted someone to go with 
her, so she invited Kezi. I jumped at the oppor¬ 
tunity because I knew she was quite gifted in 
dance and movement. It gave her an avenue 
rather than leaping around the living room.

In January this year Kezi competed at the 
Australian Youth Olympics with team GB. 
She took the silver overall, and Great Britain 
got a team bronze. That was her first experi¬ 
ence of going out with over 100 athletes from 
all different sports representing her nation 
under that Olympic banner. Last year Kezi 
went to the junior European championships 
which was her first experience representing 
her nation with a national coach. 


age could possibly have had. Being involved in 
this kind of thing has been absolutely great for 
them. It does obviously keep them very fit and 
healthy. They are always coming first in cross¬ 
country and things like this.

What are your hopes for them? 


I think any sport is good for children if 
they’re getting some regular exercise, and 
also discipline really. With gymnastics and all 
their bendy things you do worry a little bit some¬ 
times, and I’m very quick if they’ve got an ache 
or a pain, when they see the physiotherapist. 
Kezi, because of her sponsorship, I’ve been able 
to take her to the physio once a month now, 
which I couldn’t afford to do before. So he can 
spot things. She can say to him her knees are 
really hurting, or her back is very sore, and if 
there’s anything very serious there other than 
just wear and tear and needing a bit of rest he 
can spot it quite early.

A I hope they continue to enjoy gymnastics. I 
hope Kezi will qualify for the common¬ 
wealth games next year and for the world 
championships in 2011. I have a little dream 
that maybe she will get to the Olympics in 
2012. At the same time I’m not unrealistic 
about that, so I just hope that she continues to 
enjoy it and benefit from it. 

For Jael I hope that she will continue to 
enjoy it. She is very good at choreographing 
her own routines and dance and I would like 
to see her explore more as well. I hope that she 
will continue to do well after her injury last 
year and get back into the national team 
because that’s what she would like. 

It’s a very difficult balance for a parent who 
has dreams for a child. You can’t force your 
own dreams onto your children and at the 
same time you can’t go with their every whim 
and fancy. We don’t know what Kezi’s going to 
be doing in a year or two, maybe she won’t 
want to be doing it any more and that’s com¬ 
pletely up to her. But I would hope she would 
have her eyes on 2012 and manage to contin¬ 
ue another couple of years for that.

SWITCHED ON: The Duke of Kent turns on Hever 
Castle's energy efficient biomass boiler 


flutter by? 


A MASSIVE number of 
distinctive Painted Lady 
butterflies are now arriv¬ 
ing in the county after an 
amazing 1,000-mile migra¬ 
tion from North Africa. 

In a space of about 45 minutes, 
conservationists counted nearly 
3,000 of the butterflies at one loca¬ 
tion in Kent, which they called 
“quite incredible”. 

The charity Butterfly 
Conservation has been receiving 
reports since the start of last week 
of sightings of large numbers of 
these fast-flying butterflies, which 
have orange, black and white-spot¬ 
ted wings, moving overhead for 
hours on end. They say this could 
be one of the largest Painted Lady 
migrations in decades. 

The first indication of their 
arrival in Britain came when 
Butterfly Conservation members 
first reported seeing large numbers 
along the south coast. 

Since then, thousands have been 
seen flying in a northerly direction. 

Scientists have been predicting 
an unusually large migration since 
late winter.

The butterflies originate from the 
Atlas Mountains of Morocco, where 
heavy winter rains allowed good 
germination of the caterpillar food- 
plants. 

A Spanish researcher, Constanti 
Stefanescu, had reported seeing 
hundreds of thousands emerging in 
mid February and beginning their 
long flight north. 

They were seen in large numbers 
in Spain during April and a few 
weeks later in France. 

Now they have arrived in the 
southern part of the UK with sight¬ 
ings as far north as East Anglia 
being reported. 

Butterfly Conservation is asking 
for the public’s help to track the 
migration by recording any sight¬ 
ings at www.butterfly-conserva- 
tion.org/migrantwatch. 

Richard Fox, surveys manager, 
said: “There are literally millions of 
Painted Lady butterflies arriving 
right across Britain. 

“This is a spectacular phenome¬ 
non and we are asking people to 
send us their sightings via our 
website”.

Reader's letter flew in 


READER John Kemp from Whitstable 
contacted us after taking pictures of the 
visitors. 

He said: "There has been a massive 
influx of Painted Lady butterflies into 
Britain in the past week. I saw 13 at one 
time in my garden in Whitstable, and I 
have also seen them in Chestfield. 

"They have been reported from Grove 
Ferry, Sandwich Bay, West to Devon: 
sometimes in large numbers - over 
1,000 at Rainham marches just over the 


estuary into Essex. This attractive but¬ 
terfly is fairly common, but very variable 
in numbers, being an irruptive migrant 
from North Africa and Southern Europe 
- it can not survive our winters. 

"It is, however, an extremely adven¬ 
turous migrant and strong flier, being the 
only butterfly ever found in Iceland. I 
attach a photo, taken yesterday in my 
garden, where they were sipping nectar 
from our perennial wallflowers.

Boleyn castle boiler 
is ahead of the rest 

THE Duke of Kent was in the county this 
week to reveal a new greener Hever Castle. 

The 12th-century tourist attraction is 
famous for being the childhood home of Anne 
Boleyn. 

But it has now adopted a 21st century 
approach to becoming more environmentally 
friendly and energy efficient. 

The Duke officially switched on Hever’s 
energy efficient biomass boiler, which 
replaces the old inefficient oil-fired and LPG 
boilers with a new 650KW woodchip boiler. 

This uses woodchip waste from local 
sawmills to create heating and hot water for 
the castle, the Moat Restaurant, the Hever 
Shop and even 14 residential properties locally. 

It is thanks to a £139,000 grant from the 
Department of Energy and Climatic 
Change, plus a £100,000 Carbon Trust loan, 
along with an estate investment of £460,000. 

Now 80 per cent of the castle’s hot water 
and heating requirements will become 
renewable, saving approximately 390 tonnes 
of carbon dioxide in emissions a year. 

The woodchip fuel is made locally from 
sawmill waste and low-grade timber, and 
will include timber from the Hever estate. 

With haulage being carried out by local con¬ 
tractors, Hever Castle is minimising trans¬ 
port miles and diverting money originally 
spent on fossil fuels into the local community. 

Duncan Leslie, chief executive of Hever 
Castle, said: ‘We’re making a commitment to 
being greener while, at the same time, reduc¬ 
ing fuel bills. 

We’re making the castle as energy self- 
sufficient as possible without spoiling the 
attraction.”

TUCKED away in the leafy surroundings of Boughton 
Monchelsea, The Mulberry Tree has been named as 
the Good Food Guide readers' favourite restaurant in 
the South East. 

The accolade is all the more impressive given the fact the 
Hermitage Lane venue, which was completely revamped from a 
down-at heel pub two years ago, has yet to appear in the presti¬ 
gious national culinary guide. 

Needless to say, the team at the restaurant were over the 
moon at the award, which comes in the wake of its recognition 
with a Produced In Kent Taste of Kent Award. 

Karen Williams, The Mulberry Tree's front of house manager 
said: "This has made all the hard work pay off, it's fantastic for us. 
We had originally tried just having snack food available here at 
the venue, but that just didn't work. So we looked at what peo¬ 
ple really wanted and it's great that we have an award that has 
been gained by customers writing in." 

She added that head chef Alan Irwin has been instrumental in 
the restaurant's success. The post is his first senior role, having 
previously worked as part of the team at Michelin starred venue 
Chapter One in Bromley.

What is Morris Dancing? 



Although dancing is the raison d'etre, Morris is not just 
about dancing. It is about much more. We sing traditional 
songs and tell traditional stories. It's not this earnest BBC 
schools approach where you keep traditions alive because 
you should. We do it because we have a damn good time 
doing it. People have this 'cucumber sandwiches on the vil¬ 
lage green' view of it, but it's not like that at all. People used 
to go where the Morris dancers were because they knew 
it would be a damn good party. Wherever there is a Morris 
dance there will be drinking, dancing and song. We often 
dance locally twice a week, from Herne Bay to 
Sittingbourne and as far south as bridge. Then at week¬ 
ends we go further afield to festivals and other events. 
We've also danced abroad in several continental countries. 

Why do you dress the way you do? 

We wear what harbour workers wore at the time, white 
shirts, waistcoats and neckerchiefs, and we are part of 
the Kent blackface tradition, which goes through north 
Kent to south London. 

Why are you called the Dead Horse Morris? 

We are called the dead horse for a number of reasons. 
When we first started out we practised in the Horsebridge 
area of town, and as it's a coastal town, we based several 
dances on sea shanties which work well if you change the 
timing. Another reason was that when we told friends and 
acguaintances we were starting a Morris side they said we 
were flogging a dead horse so you can take your pick.

Stop people paying 
with their jobs 

Our Government is hell-bent on cut¬ 
ting jobs in every part of Kent. 

All of Kent’s councils appear to be 
contemplating redundancies: nation¬ 
wide 7,000 local government jobs 


have gone already with 14,000 more 
expected over the next 12 months. 

Over 100 of our UK universities 
are planning to cut staff too. 

And if this was not bad enough, 
Government capping of university 
places will close the doors to about 
30,000 eligible students this summer. 
Hasn’t the Government heard of this 
country’s massive skills shortages? 

Work that could be done to insu¬ 
late homes, cut energy wastage and 
fuel poverty and put solar water 
heating and solar panels in our 
schools and hospitals is not being 
done, condemning construction 
workers to enforced unemployment. 

Yes, a recession is difficult, but 
there are plenty of areas of public 
spending occurring in Kent and 
Medway that we do not need. 

Subsidies to chemical-based agri¬ 
culture should be brought to an end; 
new major road building should be 
stopped; subsidised public private 
partnerships to build new schools 
should be cut in favour of cheaper 
direct public spending on such proj¬ 
ects; public spending on planning for 
large-scale loriy parking and ware¬ 
housing developments like the China 
Gateway, the Kent International 
Gateway project and a similar project 
at Borough Green could all cease 
with a clear Government rejection of 
these unsustainable projects. 

We’re not a poor country. But we 
are poorly-led, and people are pay¬ 
ing with their jobs for the 
Government’s combined failures to 
lead or to prioritise for the future.

Comedy duo promise 
a night to remember

PUT two comedy giants together 
in one room and even a pack of 
jaded journalists will soon be 
buzzing with anticipation at their 
imminent arrival. 

Dictaphones are arranged, prime seats are 
fought over and hushed whispers reach fever 
pitch as Ricky Gervais and Ben Stiller make 
their entrance. 

Gervais, 47, and Stiller, 43, have amassed an 
impressive body of work between them. 

As the co-creator of The Office, Gervais won 
unlikely empathy for the sadly-comedic 
character David Brent, and the plaudits the 
series received brought him huge success on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

His subsequent star pulling-power allowed 
him to secure unlikely cameos from the likes of 
Robert de Niro and Kate Winslet, who both 
willingly sent themselves up in his follow-up 
project, Extras. 

Stiller meanwhile has been described as a 
“ringmaster who knows everybody in 
Hollywood” by his friend and co-star Hank 
Azaria, having been behind box office hits such 
as Meet The Parents, Dodgeball and Tropic 
Thunder. 

The reason for the duo’s joint appearance is 
to promote their latest cinematic pairing in 
comedy sequel Night At The Museum 2. 

Back in the press room, a call for silence 
breaks into applause as the duo arrive. 

Gervais, wearing black trousers, T-shirt and 
jacket, leads the way. He is closely followed by 
Stiller, who at around 5ft 6in, also wearing 
black and sporting impressively bouffant hair, 
makes Gervais look positively statuesque. 

The premise of the Night At The Museum 
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DOUBLE ACT: Buddies Ricky Gervais and Ben Stiller 

movies revolves around the idea of museum 
exhibits coming to life once visitors have left. 

Stiller reprises the role of Larry Daley, the 
former museum night guard at The Museum 
of Natural History who has now found success 
as an infomercial inventor. 

The museum’s assorted historical charac¬ 
ters, played by the likes of Owen Wilson, Robin 
Williams and Steve Coogan, all reappear, 
along with a host of new faces, such as Amy 
Adams as Amelia Earhart and Azaria as an 
Egyptian pharaoh. Gervais, meanwhile, is 
back as Daley’s boss, the oblivious Dr McPhee. 

Stiller said: ‘We had to figure out a way to 
start the second movie, particularly as Larry 
was so happy at the end of the first one. 


“The idea that Larry had become successful 
and had all the problems that come with that 
took him away from his true happiness.” 

Both cast and crew wanted everything in the 
sequel to not only be bigger but better, so the 
action was moved to the world’s largest muse¬ 
um, Washington’s Smithsonian Institution. 

While it meant an infinite amount of cre¬ 
ative possibilities for the production team, it 
does beg the question whether there’s now 
anywhere else the film franchise can go. 

“I don’t know,” says Stiller. “The idea of doing 
a third one would be great. It’s just figuring 
out how it could get any bigger, any different.” 

“How about a normal museum where noth¬ 
ing comes to life, just following the admin,”

in Holland's capital

SHE’S small, she’s cute and she’s 
one of the Dutch city of Utrecht’s 
most famous exports. 

Miffy or Nijntje, as the little white rabbit 
is known in her native Holland, is a popu¬ 
lar book and TV character across the globe. 

Utrecht, about an hour’s drive from the 
port of Rotterdam, is the birthplace of Miffy 
creator and local resident Dick Bruna. 

But Utrecht is more than the home of 
Miffy. It’s the perfect place for a short break, 
with pedestrian quaysides lining a network 
of 14th-century canals, plus bars and 
restaurants, great shopping and an eclectic 
mix of tourist attractions. 

Founded by the Romans, Utrecht is 


Go Dutch 

almost 2,000 years old and was once the largest 
and most important city in Holland. Today, it is 
one of Holland’s newest city-break destinations. 

The focal point is the Dom Church and its 
tower. A nave once connected the two, but in 
1674 this collapsed during a storm. The church 
and tower were never reconnected, and a street 
and square now separate the two structures. 

Regular tours, with an English-speaking 
guide, start from the visitor centre and those 
with plenty of energy can climb the 465 steps to 
the top of the 112m tower. 

The mechanically- and musically-minded, 
and those with a sense of fun, are sure to enjoy 


a visit to the nearby National Museum From 
Musical Clock To Street Organ. 

The museum attracts thousands of visitors 
each year who come to see automatic musical 
instruments from the 15th century to today. 

Our guide tells us that one of the favourite 
pieces with the public is the rather strange 
sounding Rabbit In A Cabbage. 

But there’s another rabbit on the block - and 
she can boast a museum of her own! 

The Dick Bruna Huis is a must for Miffy afi¬ 
cionados of all ages. There are displays charting 
Bruna’s extraordinary career for the grown¬ 
ups, while children can hear stories and play. 


The Dick Bruna Huis is part of the Centraal 
Museum on the opposite side of the street. 
Highlights from the collection here include 
works by 17th-century Utrecht Caravaggists - 
who were inspired by Caravaggio - and 
16th-century painter Jan van Scorel. 

The Museum Quarter, as it’s known, is easy 
to explore on foot and even includes an 
Aboriginal Art Museum.

Small building firms 
call for cut in VAT 

A CALL for a VAT cut for small firms in 
the building sector could go some way 
towards boosting trade, according to a 
survey. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
claims a five per cent flat rate for home 
renovations could help small businesses 
“struggling against a backdrop of 
decreasingly bad trade”. 

The industry had pushed the 
Government heavily in the run-up to the 
Budget for a cut in VAT on renovation - 
after a decision in Europe allowed 
nations to drop the tax rate on a number 
of services. 

A survey by the FSB showed 59 per 
cent of respondents in the building sec¬ 
tor said their trade had fallen in the last 
six months, with 37 per cent concerned 
that their financial prospects were poor. 

Almost half of those surveyed said it 
was the lack of demand that was fuelling 
the negative impact on their businesses. 
A key concern for business was the 15 
per cent VAT rate. 

John Walker of the FSB, said: 
“Confidence in the smaller building proj¬ 
ects around the country has dropped to a 
low, and people who were thinking of 
adding an extension to their home, reno¬ 
vating their bathroom or building a 
garage, should be given the incentive to 
go ahead.” 

'Greater incentives are 
needed to go green' 

POLICIES to reduce carbon emissions 
will fail without greater green incen¬ 
tives, a lobby group for property owners 
has claimed. 

The British Property Federation (BPF) 
said real estate should be one of the eas¬ 
iest areas to make carbon emissions sav¬ 
ings but the Government needed to 
encourage landlords and tenants to 
work together to make cuts. 

Liz Peace, chief executive of the BPF, 
said: “The Government should explore 
how the tax system might be used to 
incentivise improvements by altering 
the conundrum we have over how the 
benefits from improvements are shared 
between landlords and tenants.” 

The BPF said the Government had 
ignored the fact that most commercial 
property was rented. 

Ms Peace said: “This means landlords 
cannot simply walk into a tenant’s shop, 
for example, and turn the lights off. 
Therefore, any incentives and responsi¬ 
bilities for improving energy perform¬ 
ance are widely split between the two 
groups.”

THE Law Society is urg¬ 
ing home-sellers to check 
the real cost of their 
Home Information Pack 
with their estate agent to 
avoid inflated costs. 

The warning comes after a 
Channel 4 News investigation 
found evidence that more than 
£100 could be getting added to 
the price of HIPs because of 
secret payments to estate agents. 

With many estate agents hir¬ 
ing HIP providers to supply 
home-sellers with the evaluation, 
the Law Society is calling on sell¬ 
ers to check very carefully how 
much their agent is charging for 
the HIP. 

Law Society president Paul 
Marsh said: “The cost of the HIP 
charged to the home-seller by the 
estate agent could be much high¬ 
er than necessary and more than 
the agent actually pays the HIP 
provider. 

“Because of these hidden refer¬ 
ral fees the estate agent is over¬ 
charging the seller and making a 
secret profit. 

“Sellers should ask for details 
of the exact costs to discover if 
the agent is charging them more 
than they should be, and more 
than the HIP actually cost the 
estate agent. 

“They should also ask if the 
estate agent is receiving a hidden 
commission from the HIP 
provider, which would mean the 
estate agents are keeping part of 
the cost themselves. If the agent 
is paying £300 to the HIP 
provider and then charging their

client £400, the client is paying 
an extra £100 unnecessarily. 
With the other costs involved in 
selling, these added costs are 
unwanted extras. 

“If sellers do find their agent is 
charging extra for their HIP they 
should ask their solicitor if they 
provide a HIP instead, as solici¬ 
tors are required to be fully open 
with their clients about fees. 

“The added benefit of using a 
solicitor is that they are all strict¬ 
ly regulated and required to fol¬ 
low stringent rules, unlike estate 
agents.” 

Concerns 

In the latest legislation on 
house sales anyone hoping to sell 
their home needs a HIP in place 
before they can put the property 
on the market, raising the risk of 
quickly-arranged HIPs that are 
inaccurate. 

The Law Society has also raised 
concerns over the new Property 
Information Questionnaires 
which are now a feature of HIPs, 
requiring sellers to answer ques¬ 
tions about their home. 

Mr Marsh added: “PIQs are 
supposed to provide information 
for potential buyers about the 
property, but if they are not com¬ 
pleted correctly it could harm the 
relationship between buyer and 
seller, which is the last outcome 
anyone wants, especially now 
when the market is so slow. 

“A solicitor will be able to assist 
in completing the questionnaire 
to ensure it is accurate.”

Fiat 500 - the baby that 
packs a mighty big punch 


AFTER years on the financial ropes, 
Fiat staged a comeback and its best 
punch was the reborn Fiat 500. 

Inspired by the classic 1957 500 ‘Nuovo’, it 
stormed the market, revitalized dealers and 
picked up European Car of the Year in 2007; it 
is a cult car to challenge and undercut BMW’s 
own reworked icon, the Mini. 

The 500 has also pioneered Fiat’s EcoDrive 
software to help owners drive leaner, meaner 
and greener. 

It dovetails with the USB input for ‘Blue & 
Me’, Fiat’s hands-free in-car phone and audio 
system and I averaged 75 points from a possi¬ 
ble 100 on two long runs in the 1.2 Pop entry 
model test car - 80 is considered good. 

However, my overall reading after a 
week was just 52, with economy clobbered 
by local shuttles, school runs, shopping trips 
and so on. 

This is when the engine barely warms up, 
there is less cruising and more gear changing 
and, possibly, more hurrying - we allow extra 
time pro rata when travelling further.

EcoDrive, with consequent savings and a 
greener conscience. 

The 1.2 500 model (0-62mph in 12.9 seconds) 
should average well over 50mpg anyway and 
is probably the best buy 500, although the 
modest £8,300 start price can be blown away 
by tempting options such as our car’s 
black/chrome alloys (from £300). 

And you need Lounge spec (from £9,700) to 
get a split/folding rear seat; the boot is not 
huge and you might want to flop down one 
seat to accommodate extra shopping or an 
awkward item, yet still carry a rear passenger. 
But Lounge spec brings air con and alloys as 
standard plus more. 

The 500 interior is a pleasing mix of retro 
with modem materials of higher quality. 

Some may scratch easily, but everything you 
touch feels tough, including the now trade¬ 
mark ‘billiard ball’ gear knob.

While McLaren and Stevens are back for the 
Spitfires, skipper Rob Key will miss the 
remainder of the Twenty20 campaign as he 
joined up with England ahead of next month’s 
World Twenty20. 

The 28-year-old has struggled for form in the 
early part of the season but Ford has seen 
enough in the nets to claim that somebody is 
going to “cop” one soon. 

“In Twenty20 in the last few years he has 
been huge for us,” Ford said. “I think a lot of 
guys want to make contributions and what this 
does is create a great opportunity for someone 
else to step up the plate and fill his big shoes.”
